SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Young Girls Flesh 13 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is objectionable because it tends to support the exploitation of young 
females for sexual purposes. The magazine is a small colour photographic publication 
depicting an array of male to female and female to female sexual activity in an explicit 
manner. 

The contents include a small number of photographs of young females who look to be 
young persons, or who are presented as young persons, posing in sexually 
provocative positions exposing their genitals. In combination with the title, a caption 
on the front cover “Young Cunts”, and the front cover's depiction of a young looking 
woman, these photographs support the idea of young girls as sexually available for 
adults. The magazine is therefore deemed objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, which protects freedom of information and 
opinion, has been considered but in this instance is overridden by the deeming 
provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
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
